“Dream Factory”

“Rusiness ine ficiency, 
deep frustration in. -hyman 
‘relations, and a high! ‘num- 
ber of unentertaining 
second- . and _ third-rate 
movies”: this indictment of 
Hollywood might be 
thought to come from one 
of the writers known to the 
film trade as the long-hair 
erities. In fact. it is the 
outcome of a scientitie in- 
quiry: “Hollywood t he 
Dream Factory,” by Hor- 
tense Powdermaker (Sec- 
ker and Warburg, 18s.). 


Dr Powdermaker is ar 
American anthropologist who, 
naving published studies of the 
Stone Age culture of the Paci- 
fic and the Deep South cullure 
of Mississippi, turned in 1946 
to the celluloid culture of 
California. Regarding a film- 
producer as no less interesting 
than an ex-cannibul chief, she 
organised oa field-trip to Holly- 
wood and examined the society 
which makes the movies. Her 
sample of 300 people included 
writers and directors, actors 
and big bosses and publicity 
men; she talked to the success- 
ful and the unsuccessful, at- 
tended guild mectings, watched 
on the set and went to parties. 
At the end of a year she came 
to the conclusion that  Holly- 
wocd Is hel}.

“Hollywood the Dream Fac- 
lory” is not only one of the 
most illuminating books yet 
written about the film-makers; 
it is also, in spite of its anthro-

pological style, one cf the most 
amusing. Perhaps I should call 
it a tragi-comedy: for the 
people the author observes, the 
people behaving in so childish, 
iNlogien! and sometimes Junatic 
a manner, nearly. al) suffer. 
Even the front-office ren, the 
big rich executives, are end- 
lessly anxious. The fear of 
fallure clouds thelr enjoyment 
cf power; and since Hollywood," 
in Dr Powdermaker’s view, is 
as much dominated by super- 
stition as nny primitive society, 
failure when It comes is al- 
ways put down to some crror 
fr. the mugical formula ' and 
never to Jack of intelligence. 
Not enough money, perhaps, 
has been spent; or perhaps the 
writer didn’t Hght on the right 
trick, what is called a gim- 
mick, for the story. When a 
film ‘with a ecntroversial sub- 
Ject, such as “Pinky,” has a 
success, rival studios called it a 
gimmick pleture, and sturt 4 
panic search for what 
“Variety” —_ delightfully ealls 
other gimmick pix to beat the 
b.v. Nix. 


The unhappiest of all the in- 
habitants of Hollywood appear 
to be the writers and the 
players, the people, in short, 
who are the most frustrated in 
their desire to express or to 
create (Dr Powdermakes = gives 
several examples cf contented 
directors; but then IT fancy she 
regards directing as on activity 
less creative than script- 
writing). A writer can hardly 
Qnd satisfaction in his work 
when {t is rewritten by the 
producer, reshaped by the 
director, and finally Gustorted

A star buys his huge 
sulary at the cost of his free- 
dom. An actor's contract is for 
seven years, At the end of six 
months the siudio can if it likes 
end its contract: the player i 
bound for the full term; if he 
refuses a pnrt during that time 
he is suspended without pay; 
he can even be lent to another 
studio, the lender toking the 
profit om the deal. And the 
book portrays the uttur as A 
piece of property, commercially 
valuable but as a human being 
in 
Hollywcod; o puppet who may 
be sold to a studio by his agent 
in ihe same package with a 
director and a writer, whose 
business manager pays the bills, 
doles out the pocket-money and 
is on hand to rescue his charge 
in the small hours from the 
gambling joint. 


And yet, out of the business 
inefficiency und the frustration 
remarkable movies occasionally 
emerge; somehow films — are 
created which are ironic, 
touching, funny and even 
beautiful. Dr Powdermaker 
admits sthat there--are a . few 
rational people about; but I 
wonder whether the excitability 
of her witnesses (the cinema .is 
an emotional business) has not 
led her to over-darken the pic- 
ture a little. I must leave 
that to the short-hair critics to 
decide.

Until the beginning of this year, the AMS was 
not a unit on its own, but part and parcel of the 


Essential Services Corps. 


started in a small way in 


Although recruiting 
1949, it is chiefly the last 


nine months that have been responsible for the 
present force of over 1,500 volunteers. 


More than 400 conscripts, the first batch for 


AMS, are expected to start 


the 
their training in groups of 


about 50 sometime during the next month. But people 
not eligible for conscription, and especially 200 women for 


Auxiliary nurses, are badly 
the medical service, who are 


needed. Those already in 
being directed as British 


subjects, will probably be earmarked for the AMS anyway. 


“Doctors, nurses, pharmacists, medical 


technicians 


and trained clerical assistants are particularly welcome,” 


says the Director. 


Unlike the Fire and Police 
Special branches, there is na 
hard and fast procedure once 
you have joined the AMS. 
Forms to fill in and the usual 
sort of Medical go without 
saying, but efter that_you have 
a chat with the Doctor in 
charge, your qualifications are 
assessed and, according to your 
inclination and past experience, 
your future — as a stretcher 
bearer, driver, nurse, dresser, 
doctor, clerk, supervisor = or 
whatever else--is decided. 


About one third of the AMS 
will be composed of people 
who know something about the 
medical profession before they 
join,-ond the other two thirds 
mostly or completely raw. 

Whatever ‘line’ you take up, 
the AMS reckons it can turn 
out a trained and efficient in- 
dividual after 40 hours, most of 
which will be completed with- 
In the first elght weeks of 
training. Sixty is the maximum 
number of hours that one may 
train during the year, for each 
of which there is remuneration 
and maybe a bonus at the end. 

These hours include lectures, 
film shows, practical tralning 
and exhibitions on one evening 
a week, and occasional Sunday 
morning ‘fleld practices.” 

One of the main difficulties 
in tralning Is that most of the 
normal goings-on in a hospital 
are over by the evening, which 
is the time when mast of the 
lectures and other aspects of 
training take place. But these 
difficulties are being overcome. 


HOSPITAL TRAINING 


So much the better if the 
potential Auxiliary nurses speak 
English. They go through 4 
regular St. John Ambulance 
Brigade first ald course — and 
—whenever it can be fitted in 
—two or three weeks in a hos- 
pital. Some keen trainees have 
apparently given up their an- 
oval holiday to do this. 

Others who are perhaps not 
cut out for nursing can become 
auxiliary dressers and stretcher 
bearers. And you don’t have to 
be a six-foot Samson to carry 
these stretchers, for the Medi- 
eal Department has ut its 
heads together and designed a 
very snappy version — light 
enough to be folded and carried 
up any hill with ease, and 
which opens into a simple struc- 
ture on bicycle wheels! 

Qver 100 drivers have al-- 
ready been trained by RASC 
personnel at Caroline Hill to 
drive heavy ambulances. They 
learn first aid and auxillary 
dressing too. Lectures and 
films showing the latest tech- 
niques in varlous branches af 
medicine all over the world+- 
pictorial displays and all sorts 
of interesting courses are. inid 
on for doctors and will short- 
y be available for AMS Sis- 
ers. 


Lodies who do not feel up 


One of the most interesting 
branches of the AMS are the 
groups—each with a solid core 
of Europeans—who are being 
trained for the First Aid posts 
seattered all over the colony 
in crowded areas. 

They are Invisible to the 
average man-in-the-street, for 
they are deeply dug into the 
granite heart of the hillsides. 
These tunnels, as much as 16 
feet wide in parts, and in most 
places high enough for a man 
to stand upright, were built 
before the last war for defence 
purposes. They are being re- 


side of the harbour—are being 
used for training the squads 
which are detailed for Sunday 
mornings. 

These two have been chosen 
for training purposes. because 
they open on to wide roads 
which provide -en easy ap- 
proach for the heavy ambu- 
lances, 

Those standin 
tunnel play cards and entertain 
themselves—as they would in 
an emergency — until a tele- 
phone caijl gears them for ac- 
j ton. Ambulances then rattle 
off and the exercise is ob. 

Each group is to have a cer- 
tain number of trained 
stretcher bearers, suxiliary 
| Gressers and nurses under its 
‘leader, they will be the back- 
| bone of the field section, Movie 
picfures are to record success- 
“ful exerelses, and these in turn 
can be shown to new recruits. 

All this and much more is 
being organised by two full 
time doctors, two confidential 
secretaries, a Chinese clerk and 
a part time nursing sister —

Provided they can get thése 
200 nurses, the organisers are 
quite happy about their force. 
Tt ia being methodicaliy built 
up into a strong right hand of 
the Essential Services Corps, 
and ready for any emergency 
in which it may be called upon 
to take part.
